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My Second Trip to 


ERHAPS I may be a bit 
vain in claiming the rec- 
ord as a commuter to the 
Third International Phil- 
atelic Exhibition in New 
York. Heaps of the New Yorkers live 
outside the big city and take the train 
in and out each day but | doubt 
if there were any others who traveled 
almost 600 miles to the show, went 
back home and felt so impressed with 
the big show and with the wonderful 
possibilities for new friendships and 
acquaintances that they felt impelled, 
as I did, to return and see it all 
again, 

My story last week told of some 
of the wonders of the show but 
failed to state that after arriving 
home on ‘Tuesday evening | immed- 
iately felt sorry that I had returned 
home and felt the urge to go back 
and see it through to the finish. 

That, friend readers, is just what 
happened. It took me but a little 
time to make up my mind that the 
trip was worth the effort and I did 
take the train out of Columbus again 
on Friday night, awoke in New York 
early Saturday morning and spent 
another three days which were de- 
lightful and satisfying. 

Do not misunderstand me, New 
York holds no fascination for me, I 
prefer a much smaller town to live 
in yet | know that such shows as 
the one just closed could only be 
held in a city such as New York. 
Thus one must tolerate New York 
to view such an event. 

Perhaps some of our readers would 
like to know who got the prizes for 
all of the various exhibits, but the 
list of awards which has just been 
made public would require several 
pages in this paper to print in full 
and we feel would be of little gen- 
eral interest. 

We believe it is sufficient to say 
that the Grand Award was given to 
Raymond W. Lapham of Boston, 
for his collection of Postmasters Pro- 
visionals. Awards of honor went to

Special awards of honor were made 
to four persons for material in the 
rarity type. These names are: heo- 
dore Champion, M. Camille Hallu, 
M. de Westheimer and Frank God- 
den. 

Lapham’s collection of Postmasters 
included the rare Alexandria, one of 
the two known pairs of the 5 cent 
Baltimore white paper on cover, a re- 
constructed plate of all but one of 
the Brattleboro and all four recon- 
structed plates of the St. Louis post- 
masters, in pairs and strips. 

Sir Nicholas Waterhouse, K. B. E., 
of London, whose United States col- 
lection is acknowledged the finest 
ever assembled by a non-resident. of 
the country, received an award of 
honor for the 19th century 
displayed in two albums and _ five 
frames. 

The third display in the United 
States group to receive an award of 
honor was Max G. Johl’s outstand- 
ing collection of 20th Century United 
States, source of his books on U. S. 
stamps of that period. 

Two special awards were made 
in the section devoted to the postal 
issues of the British Empire. Charles 
John Leonard Snowden, of England, 
with his specialized collection of the 


issues 


Brittania type of Barbados, issues 
from 1852 to 1878, received one, 
with Arthur Newton Pack’s New 


Zealand display being awarded the 
other. 

Pedro Guerin, of Barcelona, took 
an award of honor with his display 
of the 1850 issue of Spain, 6 cuartos 
value, as did Iwan Bally of Switzer- 
land, for his Swiss stamps. The Greek 
collection of N. S. Alfieris, received 
the only other award of honor in 
the European group. 

Only one special award was made 
in the group of Central and South 
American countries. Walter Lind of 
England, received an award of honor 
for his collection of the stamps of 
Guatemala.

Of countries outside of the princi- 
pal groups, James Starr’s highly spe- 
cialized display of the postal issues 
of China, received special mention. 

In the airmail group Dr. Philip 
G. Cole, of New York, took the award 
of honor for his superb collection of 
air mail stamps, covering all items di- 
rectly connected with aero philately. 
This display was housed in ten frames 
and thirty albums. 

The final award of honor went 
to Mrs. Caroline Prentice Crom- 
well for her twentieth century gen- 
eral collection. “Vhis group required 
ten frames and forty-three albums 
when entered for competition. 

I shall not attempt to go farther 
into the list of awards as the official 
list runs over several typewritten 
pages. 

Needless to say, the show set new 
world records in stamp exhibitions 
and new records for exhibitions in 
America. 

Robert FE. Fellers in charge of 
the Post Office Department located 
at the International Philatelic Show 
at Grand Central Palace, announced 
that sales for the show were in excess 
of $250,000. Due to this tremendous 
demand, it is almost certain that 
many of the varieties that have been 
on sale at the Philatelic Agency in 
Washington will soon be exhausted. 
If this should happen without warn- 
ing, there is every indication that 
some of the stamps will soar in price 
as did the fifty-cent Zeppelin. 

Theodore E. Steinway acted as 
toastmaster at the banquet held at 
the Hotel Astor May 15th, and in- 
troduced Sir John Wilson, president 
of the Royal Philatelic Society of 
London, who spoke for all the foreign 
visitors, Clinton B.  Eilenberger, 
Third Assistant Postmaster General, 
who represented the U. S. Govern- 
ment, and Laurence B. Mason, pres- 
ident of the Collectors Club, who 
spoke for the collectors of the United 
States. A number of other prom- 
inent visitors and guests were intro- 
duced to the assembly. 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
sent the following telegram to Al- 
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fred F. Lichtenstein, president of the 
Exhibition: “I am deeply sorry that 
I cannot get to New York to see the 
great stamp show before it closes. 
My congratulations on its success 
and on the great interest which it has 
aroused among the army of stamp 
collectors throughout the country.” 

Mr. Lichtenstein then announced 
the principal awards which were pre- 
sented to the winners by Amelia 
Earhart. 

It was estimated that nearly 100, 
000 collectors had entered the Show 
during its duration, and the receipts 
at the box office were many times 
that of any previous show. 

Each morning, thousands of chil- 
dren from the New York Public 
Schools came to the Exhibition, in 
charge of teachers, as the Board of 
Education permitted them to do this, 
due to the educational and recrea- 
tional advantages of stamp collecting. 
Large delegations came from all sur- 
rounding cities, and without excep- 
tion, they all expressed themselves 
as tremendously impressed. 

The extent of the Show can best 
he realized by the fact that one would 
have to walk miles in order to 
see all of the frames. The frames 
contained about 60,000 sheets of 
stamps, with between two and a half 
million and three million stamps 
mounted upon them. Two of the 
most popular exhibits at the Show 
were the press of the Bureau of 
Engraving & Printing, and the trans- 
fer press and engraver of the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Company.

Show, the 15 windows of the branch 
post office, which was set up in the 
building, had long lines of buyers 
before them. Well over one million 
of the small souvenir panes were 
sold, as well as an additional million 
of other commemorative stamps. ‘The 
total receipts were approximately 
$250,000, which more than triples 
the record of $75,000 set at the Show 
in Rockefeller Center. So great was 
the sale of the general commemora- 
tives that it is almost certain that 
some of them will very soon be with- 
drawn from sale at the Philatelic 
Agency. 

Dealers in practically all cases re- 
ported themselves as extremely well 
satisfied with the volume of business 
that was done. The only dealers who 
apparently did not do a large business, 
were those that handled only cheap 
sets. This was well exemplified by 
one dealer who had on display sets 
valued at 10c to $1.00 and found 
that they were moving slowly. He 
then changed his display to stamps 
selling at $30. and up and disposed 
of practically all that he had in short 
order. 

It is very doubtful if a Show on 
such a large scale will ever again be 
attempted, but plans are already 
under way for other shows devoted 
to specialized groups. 

* * * 

It would seem foolish for one to 
go to New York without seeing some 
of New York, so in order that this 
might be done, Sunday afternoon and 
evening and most of Monday was 
devoted to sightseeing. 

While I have made several trips 
to New York in the past, none of 
them were so pleasant as this last 
trip, due wholly to the fact that con- 
zenial friends were in abundance and 
bent on the same errand for a trip 
to New York is an event for a man 
from California or a man from Egypt 
or any other foreign land and what 
time one could spare from the stamp 
show was most happily spent with 
such companions and new found 
friends. 

Sightseeing is best done under the 
able guidance of native New Yorkers, 
yet it is amazing how little some 
of them really know about their own 
city. On the other hand, it is easy 
to understand how one whose business 
and interests are tied up in a certain 
section may see or know little of 
other sections and while we were

CANADIAN FLIGHT 

The Canadian post office depart- 
ment has announced the inauguration 
of a new point of call on the Kenora- 
Cole route at Golden Arm, Ontario, 
on or about June 8, 1936. Four 
cachets will be used on letters be- 
tween these points :-Red Lake-Golden 
Arm, Golden Arm-Red Lake, Golden 
Arm-Cole, Cole-Golden Arm.

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Heard and Seen in Washington

Much of this column this week 
was “Heard and Seen in New York” 
but is news of national importance 
nevertheless, since the scene of of- 
ficial activities seemed transferred to 
the Metropolis for the week. In fact, 
it seemed as if a great part of phil- 
atelic Washington had taken New 
York by storm. The New York col- 
lectors were admirable hosts, every- 
thing was planned for the comfort 
and pleasure of the visitors, to the 
last minute detail, and we are sure 
that if any collector had a dull mo- 
ment, it must have been imaginary. 
This column is too small to carry 
mention of the various high lights of 
the Tipex week, such as the open 
house at the Collectors Club of New 
York, the trip to the Herald-Tribune 
and reception there. 

As for the various exhibits, well 
there were some 3000 or more of 
them and it would be impossible to 
here do justice to any of them, let 
alone all of them. However, your 
writer was duly impressed by the 
number of rarieties on display. For 
instance, the British government 
loaned the original master die of the 
first postage stamp, the Penny Black, 
there were the prized Mauritius 
stamps, and our own outstanding 
rarity, the 24c inverted center air- 
mail. This last always commands 
attention, when put on display in 
this country, and when one walks a 
short distance up and down a couple 
of aisles and counts no less than a 
dozen of them, including a_ block 
of four, one should feel as if among 
the privileged. 


UNLISTED GUTTER BLOCKS 


One of the most breath-taking ex- 
hibits, was mounted simply and not 
pushed out into the limelight at all, 
but your writer wonders how many 
collectors in the United States know 
that the stamps therein were lc and 
3c perforated Century of Progress 
stamps in gutter blocks.

BALTIMORE, MD. 
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The following figures represent the 
final official reports of sales at the 
Tipex show. On the first day of 
sale in New York, 651,000 of the 
small souvenir sheets were sold and 
297,194 first day covers mailed, of 
which the New York Postmaster ser- 
viced 92,604. On the first day sale at 
the Agency in Washington on May 

there were 9,998 covers mailed 
and the composite figure of Agency 
window sales and advance mail orders 
totaled 231,468 of the little sheets. 

Total sales in New York for the 
entire week in the branch Agency 
reached $229,574.99 of which $134, 
526.72 represented sales of the little 
souvenir sheets and $95,048.27 other 
stamps. In all, during the week in 
New York 1,121,056 of the small 
souvenirs were sold. 

It is interesting to note that the 
original printing order was planned 
for a million panes, but was increased 
by a half-million before the stamps 
had hardly gone to press. The ink 
was scarcely dry on the stamps be- 
fore it became evident that more 
stamps would be needed, and the 
order was boosted to 2 million. Now 
this figure is sort-of left hanging fire, 
because it looks as if more little sheets 
would have to be printed. One might 
predict 3 million or more panes would 
be printed before we are through, 
were one given to predictions.

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Historic Monasteries on the Stamps 
By Harry M. SAvaAcoo. 
(Continued from last week) 


On two occasions, 1928 and 1933, Belgium issued 
sets of special postals bearing a surtax for the restor- 
ation of Orval Abbey. This Abbey was not destroyed 
during the World War but was in ruins long before 
that time. There are two ruins. One is of the 13th 
century which is to be left as a ruin. The one of the 
18th century is the one being restored. The Abbey was 
first founded in 1070 when certain monks fleeing from 
the civil wars in Italy were given a refuge in this 
then wild valley by Arnold of Chiny. In 1076 the 
Countess Mathilda who was his overlord ratified the 
grant. The name Orval is explained in the account 
of Mathilda and her ring related in a previous chapter. 
In 1131, the Italians having left, the Abbey was turned 
over to the monks of the following of Bernard of 
Clairvaux. One of the most noted characters con- 
nected with Orval was Bernard of Montgaillard who 
was a monk here in the early 17th century. He won 
great repute by his extreme asceticism, eating nothing 
but herbs once each day and during lent only twice a 
week. In spite of this he was one of the greatest 
preachers of that time. He was made head of the 
Monastery which he ruled with great ability from 
1605 to 1628. After the Abbey was burned and 
abandoned much of the stonework was carried away 
and used for building purposes in the nearby villages 
during the early 19th century. There are many mys- 
terious underground passages in the ruins. —The Abbey 
was built in a higher location in the 18th century on 
account of the wetness of the 13th century location. 

In the 1928 issue for Orval Abbey (No. 405-413) 
four different designs were used. The two lowest 
values bear a silhouette-like picture of the pointed 
arches in the Abbey. The 35c and the 2fr values bear 
a picture of a monk carving a capital. The 60c, 1.75fr 
and 3fr have a picture of the Dutchess Mathilda re- 
covering her ring, based on the tradition related in an 
earlier chapter. The two highest values bear a fine 
picture of the ruins of Orval Abbey as they were in 
1928. Each of these stamps bore a surtax for the 
restoration work. 

A still larger issue carrying a surtax for the resto- 
ration work at Orval Abbey appeared in 1933 (No. 
468-479). This time a different design was used on 
each of the twelve stamps issued. The 5c value bears 
a map or plan of the Old Abbey. The 10c value pic- 
tures the ruins of the old 13th century Abbey. The 
25c gives a view of the Guest’s Courtyard. The 50c 
presents the Transcept and the 75c the Bell Tower. 
The Fountain where the trout returned Mathilda’s 
ring is shown on the Ifr value. The Cloisters with a 
monk in the foreground is on the 1.25fr value. The 
1.75fr shows us the Count de Chiny on his knees 
doing homage to his overlord, the Princess Mathilda, 
and presenting to her the first Abbey which she then 
confirmed to the monks. The 2fr value bears a rather 
peculiar allegorical picture intended to represent the 
restoration of the Abbey in the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies. The 2.50fr value shows the buildings of the 
Abbey as they were in the 18th century. The 5fr 





value brings us down to the present by showing us the 
Duke of Borabant laying the cornerstone of the present 
restoration. The 10fr value, the price of which will 
elicit groans from any collector, is a huge stamp bear- 
ing a large picture of the Virgin Mary bearing the 
Baby Jesus in her arms and surrounded by the Arms 
of the seven different Abbeys which have been at 
Orval. The present restoration of the Abbey is not 
complete but much progress has been made and sixty 
monks are now in residence. 

A beautiful stamp to feast the eyes upon is the 5fr 
issued by France in 1930 bearing a picture of Mont 
St. Michel (No. 253). The fine engraving and print- 
ing make this magnificent ruin stand out with a clear- 
ness unusual on a postage stamp. Mont St. Michel 
is the ruins of a Monastery and Church built on a 
rocky headland, an island at high tide, south of Cher- 
bourg. In the 8th century an Oratory was established 
here by the Bishop of Aurauches at the command of 
the apparition of St. Michael. Then in 966 a Bene- 
dictine Monastery was built on the island. It was 
burned and rebuilt during the 13th century. During 
the religious wars in France it was an impregnable 
fortress of the Catholics resisting every effort of the 
Huguenots to capture it. 

When the buildings were built in place of levelling 
down a space large enough for the buildings masonry 
was built out from the sides of the rock thus forming 
a platform on which the buildings were built. This 
gave them a higher and more imposing elevation but it 
proved a fatal defect. The walls could not hold the 
weight and caused continual trouble leading at last 
to its being abandoned to ruins. Although both Church 
and Monastery are now deserted the ruins are of 
great beauty and well worth visiting. The ruins of 
the Church, which was begun by the grandfather of 
William the Conqueror, at the very top, is magnificent 
even in its decay. Built up towards it are the Mon- 
astery buildings, now also in ruins. The central 
tower of the Church, once crowned with a statue of 
St. Michael, has fallen. Granite was used in the build- 
ings even to the cloisters of the Monastery. There are 
hundreds of beautiful statuettes carved by the monks 
hundreds of years ago. From the platform one looks 
down the dizzy height of 235 feet to the beach and 
wonders at the audacity of the architects and builders 
who crowned this jagged rock with such buildings. 
Having been built and rebuilt over so many centuries 
it is an interesting combination of Romanesque and 
Gothic architecture. One can brood over this stamp 
and let the imagination run riot with the medieval 
prelates and nobles who built it, refusing to be balked 
by the difficulties, and the army of monks who made 
this rocky headland a place of prayer for centuries. 

The peninsula of Mt. Athos in Greece is a great 
monastic center of nineteen monasteries, some dating 
back to the 6th century. One of the most ancient and 
noted of this group is the Monastery of Simon Peter 
which was honored on the 25L Greek stamp of 1927 
(No. 324). The picture on the stamp shows clearly 
the ancient walls of the Monastery. Greece also placed 
the Arcadi Monastery in Crete on a stamp in 1930. 
The tragic part played by this Monastery and its Ab- 
bot Gabriel was related in an earlier chapter.

Only an inkling is needed to 
put an item on the Advance want lists 
which are going to get a COLD 
shoulder from me from now on. 


AWAY WITH THE CATALOG 


I guess I got an itch for something 
today but here is something that has 
been rankling me a bit of late. It so 
happens that certain collectors have 
cornered certain Buro Print items and 
altho they have been given an enor- 
mous break they are not yet sat- 
isfied and in trading their material try 
to belittle the other fellow’s material 
and will not trade unless the odds are 
three or four times catalog in their 
favor. I have in one instance been 
asked four times catalog value for a 
cornered item and the material sup- 
plied was to be high valued stuff. In 
another instance an item of which I 
and several other collectors in the 
immediate vicinity have been able to 
turn up only three such pieces was 
discounted by 50% by one of these 
nuisances to make a lower priced item 
of his worth more than my higher 
priced item.

Letters from Al Jones and Geo. 
Chapman both veteran precancel col- 
lectors agree partly with my plan of 
shrinking the collectable material of 
the general collector. It seems that 
these gentlemen both have the same 
ideas but I am sure they did not con- 
sult each other before they wrote me. 
Each thinks the idea in a way all 
right but instead of saving one stamp 
in the handstamps suggest that we dis- 
regard perforations in the 1922 issue 
and make complete sets. If the only 
difference between the issues in the 
1922 series was that of perforations 
alone like the case of the 1914-16 and 
1917 issue I would say OK. Each of 
the three divisions of the ’22 issue has 
characteristics of their own besides 
the perforation question. When the 
change was made from perf. 11 to 10 
there was also a change in the method 
of producing those stamps using a 
different paper and a little difference 
in the size. The next change in 1927 
besides the perforations was change of 
shades of colors most of which you 
can spot as far as you can see. Well 
the question is not settled yet but I 
hope to chew on this at the PSS con- 
vention with the boys next fall.
